Applicant's arguments filed October 4, 2007, have been fully considered and are 

persuasive. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) are withdrawn. The prior art of record fails 
to expressly disclose or render obvious the recited two-level hardware abstraction and 
operational descriptions that invoke hardware access code segments in the context of a service 
processor (on a maintenance bus), as recited in independent claims 1 and 16. Claims 2-14 and 
17-30 are considered allowable at least by virtue of their dependence from allowable claims 1 
and 16.
